This patent application is rejected for the reasons as 
stated in the notification of reasons for rejection dated 
1st May, 2006. 

The contents of the argument and amendment have been 
examined; however, no sufficient basis to overthrow the 
-reasons for rejection has been found. 

Remarks 

(As for inventive step) 

Amended claims 1 and 4 and the cited reference 1 cited 
in the above the notification were compared, and, as 
indicated by the applicant, the configuration of receiving 
a specification of refusing the gift reception itself (an 
item is not accepted and retuned) , and a feature of 
recording the refusal of reception in a referable manner 
are not mentioned in the cited reference 1. 

However, as mentioned in a cited reference (Japanese 
Patent Application Laid-open No. H10-143568-, paragraph 0023 



or the like) , as a configuration of a well-known technique 
at the time of filing the subject application, there is 
described a configuration in which, when a delivery service 
is conducted, with a purpose of refusing delivery of 
unwanted items, all information regarding to delivery items 
is sent to a user by an e-mail, and refusal of reception of 
delivery of, for example, an item sent by an unknown sender 
can be notified by an e-mail. Although these features of 
the cited reference and the contents of the amended claims 
1 and 4 of the subject application may differ, it is not 
recognized that the amended claims 1 and 4 have an 
inventive step over the cited reference 1. 

Furthermore, as for claims 2 and 3, features of 
informing a sender when a delivered item from the sender 
has not been accepted, and sending an appreciation note 
when an item has been accepted are common practices . 
Therefore, even if these features are mechanically 
conducted, it is not recognized that the claims have an 
inventive step.
